Mr. Eastman offers the following theory 
to accoun’ for the apparent excess of iroa 
over stony meteorites: ‘‘ When a stony 
meteorite falls to the earth it breaks into 
many fragmenta, and the ruptured surfaces 
indicate the nature of the catastrophe No 
case is on record where an iron aerolite 
showed any indicatior of having heen twist- 
| ed, broken, or torn from another mass of 
i the same material. 

** ‘The true type of meteorite which reach- 

es the carth from outer space is probably 
| Similar to that which fell in Iowa county, 
| Tag, on Feb. 12, 1875. This celestial visitor 
| is composed almost wholly of lithic mat‘er, 
but scattered through the mass are small 
grains of nickelifercus iron. This iron may 
existin the stony matrix in all forms and 
sizes, from the microscopic nodule to the 
| mass weighing several tons. When the 
| lithie maas comes in contact with the earth’s 
j atmosphere the impact breaks up the 
matrix set? free the iron bodies, and they 
reach the earth in the same condition, se 
for as mass and figure are concerned, as the 
exist in the original formation, In aa 
cases it is probable that the stony portion 
of the original body is rent into such small 
fragments by the explosion that these would 
| not reach the earth in any appreciable size, 
The larger the masses of iron the more com- 
| plete would be the destruction of the origin- 
; al body, and the larger lithic meteorites 
| would be those containing the smaller granu- 
| les of iron.” 
Wemay here revert to the au iferous aero- 

lite which Is reported to have fallen a few 
| days ago at Idaho, so far as we are aware 
| precious metals have never yet been feund 
in substances of meteoric origin. Should, 
| therefore, the telegraphic news which has 
| been received of an Me geben remarkable 
| discovery be contirmed, scientists will find 
themselves confronted with another knotty 
problem-—how to account for the presence 
of pure gold in the aerolite? Up te the 
present the principle known constituent 
parts of meteoric iron are, in addition to 
| **the most common and ueeful of metals ” 
‘and nickel, numerous compounds, such as 
| ferrous sulphide (troilite), sulphideof chrom- 
jium (daubreetite,) calcium sulphide (old- 
| hamite}, and phosphide of tron and nickel 
' (schreibersite), which are not known aa ter- 
|restrial minera s besides maguetic pyrites, 
| chromic iron, magnetite, pyroxene, olivine, 
| and anorthite, which are ordinary compon- 
| ents of volcanic rocks,

ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 


A Plea for an Alliance Between the Twe 
Natiens—The United States beth a 
Naval and Wilitary Power. 

In afew years’ time the population of the 
United States will reach « bundred millions 
of English-sp-aking people, nearer to us in 
sentiment and institutions than any other 
nation can ever be, occupying a geo 
graphical position of supreme advantage, 
sharing With us a frontier line some 4,U00 
miles long and an increasing trade enor- 
mously greater than that interchanged by 
any two other States of the world. Whiie 
European countries stagger under a heavy 
load of debt, the United States find thei 
treasury balances almost an inconvenience. 
In manufacturing pewer, in all that proves 
national vigor, the inheriters of our old 
colonies already surpass any State except 
ourown, and their full development has 
yet to come. The amount of British capita! 
invested in that development detica esti- 
mate, and the inwoven interests of the 
kindred races have alieady reached a com 

lexity which bafles the imagination. 

oney seeks investment in America as 
readily asif it were a portion of the empire, 
and no other markets act and react upon 
our own ic the same degree. The more exis- 
tence of a state of war. apart from its actual 
operations, would inilict a deadly blow to 
the whcle fabric of Britishcommerce. The 
thing should be inconceivatie, As Lord 

Overstone said of the occupation of London 

by a foreign army, “it must never be.” 

he commoa sense of the manv instinctive- 

ly recognises this, without, however, fully 
realizing the utter disaster which such « 
war would entail ; but the tacit recognition 
fails to reach the mind of the Foreign Uilice, 
or to trace its impress u the national 
policy. Meanwhile, the mind of the sol- 
dier, dazzled by the multitudinous glitter of 
German, French or Russian bayonets, is 
incapable of seeing either the paramount 
vslue of a friendly America, or the enor- 
Mous potentiality for inflicting injury upon 
thia country which existe beyoud the At- 
lantic. Three thousand miles across the 
ocean mobilisation in the European sense is 
wholly supertluous, and the United States 
could without didiculty create, equip and 
maintain armies of any required strength, 
while they must already be ranked among 
great naval powers, 

Moreover, a change is rapidly comisg 
over the aspect of their foreign reiations. 
** Why,” asked Washingtun in his farewell 
address, ‘by interweaving our destiny 
with that of any part of Europe, entangle 
our peace and prosperity in the toils of 
European ambition, rivalehip, interest or 
capricet’ ‘*Because it is imevitable,” is 
the answer which political and commerciai 
evolution has dictated, The expansion oi 
Great Britain and of Russia was not more 
inevitable than that the United States should 
take a leading place among the nations. 
Commercial entanglement has already grewn 
up, with one European power at least, and 
the construction of a powerful sea-going 
navy is but one of ecveral signe of what 
must come. Could we be brought te realise 
the dominant position which the United 
States has already attained we should be 
less inclined to resent occasional manifesta. 
tions of a sentiment which, in the case of 
Germany or France, would be esteemed as 
no mere arrogance. 

There is only one power which could 
seriously injure Great Britain im war, or 
whose aliases wou.d give a real guarantee 
of peace. There is only one power whose 
mater.al presperity is intimately bound up 
with our own, and to those external inter- 
eets a British alliance would mean absolute 
security. If Lord Rosebery is able to in- 
spire the Foreign office with a conceptios 
of the United Ntates existing and to he, an 
important step ic laying the foundation of 
the national policy of the future wil! have 
been taken.—{ London, Eng., Speaker. 


GAME AND FISH. 


Re ports ef the Ontarie Commissioners — 
Anawers Received From Nearly three 
Theasand Pereens An Interesting and 
Instractive telume. 


The report of Ontario Game and Fish 
Commissen has just been published, and 
proves to hea most instructive and read 
able volume. In addition to the tables of 
questions prepared by the commissiewers, 
and relating to the differeut birds, fish, and 
animals found in the province, the answers 
received thereto are also published, and « 
careful perueal of these will saily the read 
er that the subsequent recommendations of 
the commissioners have been wisely made. 
To show how wideepread was the interest 
taken in the enquiry of the commission, it 
may be stated that their questions were 
answered by 2,573 wituesses, whose names 
and addresses have all been carefully record- 
ed. The answera to the various seta of 
questions have all been set out in bulk, ex- 
cept in the case of the questions on birds 
aud fish. 'n the former the auewers are 
given by counties, and afford an index of 
the feeling of sportemen generally in their 
own districta In the case of tish, it was 
tound by the commissionersto Le unpossil le 
to classify the answers received owing to 
the great difference of opinion expressed by 
the witnesses as to the proper close and 
Opes ecasons. 

The reaommendawons of the cemmisaion- 
ergare set forth cleagly and distinctly, and 
are mauifestiy good. As theee have Leeuw 
hefore published they need nut be now re- 
printed. Sutiice it to say, that they provide 
increased penalties for viclations of the game 
laws ; shorter opan seasows ; a geuecral snoot- 
Ing season ; an increased bounty for the de- 
strucken of wolves; the prohibition for 
three yearsof the sale ef quail, snipe, wild 
turkey, weodcock, and partrilge in Ontario ; 
the appointment of @ foree of salaricd ward- 
ens to enforce the ga'pe and Fisheries Acts: 
and the iesue of shooting licenses to fureign 
sportsmen at 225 each. 

The Game and Fisheries Acta, together 
with the late amendu.entes thereto, are pub- 
lished in full, and the volume aleu contains 
a full report of the internationnl comference 
held last year on the subject of game and 
fish protection. This portion of the report 
ie highly interesting, aad witil well repay 
perusal. An interesting memorandum on 
the protective iawe ot Onsterio and the 
eightbeuriag States af the lnion bea heen 
wepared, and loa@ and open seasons
